$10 164 over the six - month period 
ending Dec 31, 1977, according toa 
foundation financial statement. This 
finding has angered dorm represen- 


tatives who were told repeatedly last 
semester that food services could not 
be improved due to lack of Foun- 


dation funds 

The controversy has centered 
around an apparent contractual 
misunderstanding between dorm 


residents andthe university Students 
signing the food service agreement 
with the university believed they 
would get 19 meals a week. plus 
fringe benefits, when in fact they were 
to receive only ten meals plus 
benefits 

The university admitted erring in 
wording of the contract by inadver- 
tantly leaving out the clause stipulat- 
ng the Foundation would provide 
students with only ten meals per 
week 

In the ensuring weeks, dorm 
representatives met with Food Ser- 
vices Director George Welch and 
Business and Administration Vice 
President Ron Wright in an effort to 


hammer out a compromise Initially 
the students demanded the 19 - meal 
plan they felt they were already en- 
titied But Wright and Welch main- 
tained this was impossible due to pro- 
jected losses in the budget

CSUC Food Service profits 
down, bookstores increase 


The annual system wide report on 
auxiliary organizations show that last 
year revenues from food service 
operations throughout the CSUC 
system has dramatically decreased, 
while profits in the bookstore 
business has experienced a ten perv 
cent increase to $1.6 million 

Food service operations on 13 of 
the 19 campuses generated more 
than $21 million during the 1976-77 
fiscal year. The net income for the

system wide operations, however 
was only $33,000, compared to over 
$500,000 last year. Six campuses now 
have contracted food service 
Operations 

Of the 13 campuses, five lost 
money, including Sacramento which 
lost some $6,000, much less than the 
$45,000 ioss from last year. At CSU 
Fullerton, food service operations 
went out of business after incurring a 
$191,000 loss. A private contractor 
now supplies the food to Fullerton 
students. Other campuses that in- 
curred losses were Long Beach. San 
Diego, and Los Angeles 

Services provided by systemwide 
auxiliary organizations can be 
divided into three categories: 
bookstore and food service As- 
sociated Student Organizations, and 
special educational projects. Aux- 
illary Organizations, by state law, are 
non - profit organizations. 

The annual report further states 
that $6.1 million was generated 
through the $10 per semester Student 
Body fee. Another $4.5 million was 
received through ticket sales at foot- 
bal! games and other activities. 
Student government spend a little 
over $10 million. 


meal plan and restrict eating to the 
dining commons The dorm students 
split the vote, 39 per cent for the ten 
meal plan, 39 per cent forthe 19-mea 
plan, with 22 per cent undecided 

The students then drafted thei 
own proposal of a 14 - meal plan with 
privileges The proposal was sub- 
mitted to Weich and Wright by Bob 
Raymer, dorm representative on the 
Hornet Foundation Board of Direc- 
tors. According to Raymer, Welch re- 
jected the proposal saying he 
doubted the Foundation could break 
even due to outstanding bills from the 
previous quarter Raymer said he 
then decided to back off and give 
them the benefit of the doubt 

In light of the $10,164 profit, and 
not a loss as he has been led to 
believe, Raymer said he was “let 
down” and felt they (Welch and 
Wright) hadn't been dealing in good 
faith “It was an unfortunate stall tac- 
tic and their credibility will suffer as a 
result,” he said, adding, ‘It makes 
working with them in the future more 
difficult 

Raymer said he intends to bring 
this up before the newly - formed dor- 
mitory government Although there 
has been no formal meeting of the 
dorm reps, Raymer said the consen- 
sus so far is to “take it to the 
chancellor's office.’ “No one wants to 
deal with George Welch or Ron 
Wright,” he said, “because it's hard to 
trust them after this.’

Late fee charge increased 


Faculty divided on increase effectiveness

President Bond's staff has ap- 
proved an increase in certain penalty 
fees for the Fall 1978 semester 

A memorandum issued Dec. 22 by 
Ronald Wright, vice president for ad- 
ministration and business affairs, 
detailed the increases. The 
President's staff met on Dec. 12 and 
agreed to (1) increase the late fee for 
failure to meet requested ap- 
pointments and pay library fines on 


The administration recently approved an increase in the late registration fee. 


time from $2.00 to $5.00 and, (2) raise 
the fee for dropping and adding 
classes from the present rate of $2.00 
to $5.00. 

The action was initiated by Joseph 
A. Surra, a campus budget expert, 
who stated that the fine was instituted 
to deter students from late payment of 
their fees. Surra said that when some 
students add units requiring them to 
pay additional registration fees, atwo 
dollar fine is not sufficient to ensure 
prompt payment 

“We raised it,” said Surra, “to make 





a deterrent so that instead of spen- 
ding Our time with those few students 
who don't pay (usually about 300 per 
semester) we can spend time with the 
ones who do pay and give them better 
service.” 

Wright added that “the two dollar 
fine has been around for 4 long time 
and it no longer handles the cost of 
following up on students, sending out 
the extra billing, etc.” 

The president's staff raised the late 
fee for adding and cropping classes 
to $5.00 in an effort to make campus m 
fees uniform. 

Surra noted that when students 
add and drop after the deadline, 
effective planning is difficult. Surra 
asks, “How can we deter students 
from dropping classes after other 
students have been refused entry?” 

Objections to the increase for late 
adds and drops come from the office 
of admissions and records. Duane 
Anderson, director of admissions and 
records said, “I don't think that in 
legitimate cases of adding and drop- 
ping that the five dollar fee will deter 
many students.” 

“What usually pens con- 
tinued Anderson, ‘is thet the adds

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Last fail the Hornet published a brief but characteristically heated exchange 
of views on the abortion issue. if the opinions of the anti - abortionists ex- 
pressed there were typical of all opponents of abortion, further debate would 
be pointless. Pro - abortionists are depraved murderers, they exclaimed, and 
that is that. Fortunately, | know from my own experience, both inside the clas- 
sroom and out, that not all opponents of abortion are so absolutely confident of 
the correctness of their position (iikewise for many pro - abortionists). And this 
is not at all surprising, for the abortion issue involves difficult conceptual and 
evaluative problems that should puzzle any reasonably open - minded person 
It is to such persons that these remarks are directed 

What | want to show is that the conservative's primary case against abortion 
rests on a logically arbitrary claim. More specifically, their case rests on a 
concept of a human being that is arbitrary and need not be accepted by all 
rational persons. Because of this fact the anti - abortionists cannot 
demonstrate that their position is the uniquely correct one and that the pro - 
abortionists are in error in denying that a fetus has a right to life 

It follows from this that the denunciation of pro - abortionists as murderers 
iS unwarranted. A charge as serious as murder cannot rest on a logically ar- 
bitrary basis. There may be other charges that the anti - abortionists can level 
against their opponents but they are bound to be less serious in nature 

The basic thesis of the anti - abortionist is that the fetus, at a very early stage 
of pregnancy, is a human being with a right to life just like any other human be- 
ing and that such a right outweighs in importance whatever misery or in- 
convenience the mother may have to endure in order to carry the pregnancy to 
term. What are their grounds for thinking a fetus has this right? Setting aside 
their frequent appeals to unprovable metaphysical considerations (e g that 
God is opposed to abortion. How do they know this?) they are left with an 
appeal to the empirically ascertainable facts of fetal development. They main- 
tain that a fetus, at least after several weeks of development, begins to exhibit 
certain attributes that justify the classifying of such a creature as a genuine 
human being, e.g. brain wave patterns that indicate consciousness, bodily 
movements, and responsiveness to stimuli But these considerations alone do 
not successfully demonstrate that a human being with a right to life exists at 
that point in time. If there is any doubt about this note that those same at- 
tributes are exhibited, often to a much greater degree, by a large part of the 
animal kingdom (and perhaps the whole of it, depending upon how widespread 
consciousness extends) 


It follows that if these are the characteristics that entitie a creature to the 
right to life, that right must be extended to much of the animal world Very few 
conservatives are prepared to do this, for the obvious reason that they do not 
think the facts compel them to make sucha judgment. Note that the same facts 
that they find compelling when located inside a human womb they do not find 
compelling when located elsewhere. But why should the mere location make 
any difference? When taced with this difficulty the conservative may reply that 
the fetus not only exhibits attributes that are true of other animals. it is alsa 
relevant that a fetus develops from human parents or has ahuman DNA code in 
its genetic makeup, i.e., it is biologically a member of the human species. But 
this attempt to save their position begs the question. Precisely what needs to be 
shown is what there is about a biologically human offspring, several weeks old 
that gives it a right to life. To say it is the fact that it is biologically human is ob- 
viously to assume what needs to be demonstrated 

The anti - abortionist's reference to DNA may, however, be intended to em 
phasize a different point: the fact that a fetus is potentially a full - fledged 
human being, a creature that wil! develop into a normal child provided its life is 
not terminated by abortion, illness, etc. The importance of this fact is 
acknowledged by all conscientious persons both pro - and anti - abortion and 
because of it the decision to abort is a serious one 

Nevertheless, is it true that merely potential persons have a right to life the

If you went skiing during Christmas vacation you wouldn't know, or care 
what hapoened 

If you had to make up an incomplete, wanted to work on a thesis or indulge 
in some other academic pursuit, you know what happened. Perhaps you were 
the guy who filled out 14 charge cards at the check out desk Dec. 28 at the lib- 
rary, only to be told “by the way they are due tomorrow.” 

“Yessir, our library will be closed the first three weeks of January 

“Nossir, you can't check out any books after Dec. 30 

“Wellsir, it's too bad you didn’t hear about it: we sent out a press release in 
the middle of finals 

“Whatsir, don't raise your voice. This is a library.” 

Only it wasn't a library for 22 days. The books that taxpayers spent millions 
of dollars on disappeared on December 30, 1977, to reappear only a month 
later 

As a dedicated believer that people ought to do things right, I've got several! 
beefs with the library people 

1. You closed the place 

2. You wouldn't let people keep books while you were closed 

3. You didn't tell anybody you would be closed 

Why did they close the library? They did have a good reason. No longer will 
students have to write up charge cards. Now it will be done automatically 
However, hundreds of libraries across the United States have converted 
charge systems without closing. It costs some extra money, but most librarians 
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need military officers. 
An officer corps with a mix of ser- 
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violation of which is an act of muraer or even sometining approximating 
murder? Since such a principle is not a part of any established mora! code in 
Our society we have to ask first whether there are any good reasons to 
recommend its adoption. Is our failure to accept such a principle a piece of 
moral blindness or myopia? Before such a principle were accepted one would 
nave to resolve the following dilemma. Taken literally the principle states that 
we must protect all potential human lives 

Alternatively it may be amended to include a cutoff point limiting the range 
of potential human lives that must be protected. To try to protect every poten- 
tia! human life would be both irrational and morally disastrous. Just as a fetus is 
a potential! human life, so is a newly formed zygote; but then so are the semen 
and ovum that were joined to form the zygote A commitment to such a prin 
cipie would commit us to a prohibition of contraception 

In a world in which enormous misery and death results, in part. from over 
population, there ts absoiutely nothing to be said for prohibiting contraception 
and everything to be said for encouraging its use. On the other hand. if one 
attempts to modify the principle by specifying a cutoff point limiting the range 
of potential human beings whose lives must be protected, some morally 
relevant reason must be given for the point chosen it is certainly possible that 
such a point can be found, but we have already seen that the reasons available 
to the conservative in favor of a point very early in the development of 
pregnancy are not convincing 

It is important not to misunderstand these criticisms of the conservative's 
position. A person can consistently hoid that a fetus in its early stages of 
development is a human being with a full - fledged right to life. They would not 
be making any logical error in so doing But there is nothing logically or 
morally compelling about their position either Thereis no necessity that every 
other rational and conscientious person adopt the same view, for the concept 
of humanity that they are working with is not a concept that everyone must 
share with them Itis perfectly consistent for the pro - abortionistto hold thata 
creature must have more attributes than those mentioned so far (ie 
consciousness, movement, human DNA code, etc ) in order to count as a per 
Son with the right to life The accusations of murder levelled against the pro - 
abortionists are quite unwarranted

Searching through 16 books, making notes and cross referen- 
cing was alittle ambitious for one week, given that | have to work for a living. | 
asked what would happen if my advisor were to personally request an exten- 
sion? “One week,” came the stolid reply. My department head? “One week.” 
The dean? “One week." President Bond? “One week.” 

Well, that's my case, President Bond. Not only have i been insulted, but so 
have you. | am willing to meet with you to discuss what joint action we might 
take against the pompous bureaucrat who refuses to cater to my legitimate 
needs and cower at the mention of your name 
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to approve an on - campus ROTC 
program on the basis that “militarism” 
should not be aliowed on campus 
seems an unrealistic, “ivorytower” 
solution to disarmanent.

After having been on the losing 
end of five straight games, including 
three crucial Golden State 
Conference contests, Linda Hughes, 
Hornet women’s basketball coach, 
must have done a few flip - flops 
wondering who stole her team's 
previously hot hand 

Two weeks ago the Hornets were 
4-0 in GSC play, having just knocked 
off CSU - Hayward, 74-69, and head- 
ing into the foreboding Rec Hall in 
Davis to take on the 3-0 Aggies 

Neediess to say, Davis’ 59-57 win 
started the Aggies on their way 
toward the GSC lead. and dashed any 
hopes the Hornets had for an 
unbeaten season 

But the Hornets finally found their 
hot hand in the second half of 
Wednesday night's game with the 
visiting UN - Reno Wolf Pack. Down 
41-32 at halftime. the Hornets ex- 
ploded for 43 second - half points, 
and pulled out a narrow 75-73 victory 

Three late baskets by Jane Trippet, 
and a fourth from Jackie Ledbetter 
lifted the Hornets to their first win in 
their last six games. Karen Littleton 
led the Hornets with 19 points, 
followed by Trippet with 16 

Reno's Regina Ratigan led all 
scorers with 22 points Teammate 
Cindy Rock, who fouled out late in the 
second half, added 21 tallies for the 
Wolf Pack 

Reno's aggressive play aided the 
Hornets at the free throw line, where 
they outscored the Wolf Pack 15-7. In 
addition, Sue Pierce, who also fouled 
Out, was held scoreless throughout 
the entire game by the efforts of 
Trippet and Lorraine Simmons 

Janice 3anks and Mary Ann Macur 
combined for 42 points for CSU - 
Chico, Tuesday night, as the visiting 
Wildcats handed the Hornets their 
first loss at home, 75-68 

Banks and Macur complimented 
each other in their style of play. When 
the Wildcats’ passing started to falter,

The cumbersome process is a 
means of providing the entire student 
body. faculty and staff with new lib- 
rary identification cards to be used by 
the computerized circulation system 
This system is the first of its kind on 
any of the 19 California State Univer 
sities and Colleges (CSUC) cam- 
puses 

The installation of the system oc- 
curred during the semester break 
under the supervision of Gordon P 
Martin, university librarian. More than 





halt a million circulating materials in 
the ‘brary needed individual zebra 
numners (black and white computer 
strips) attached to each item. This 
project, alone, kept a team of 45 
workers. mostly student assistants 
working eight hours a day for the en- 
tire three week period 

However, the task did not end with 
the mere labeling of books Next, the 
data on the library's resources and its 


patrons had to be programmed into 
the computer A main console holds 
all the patron and book information 
on tape Four sets of discs are usedto 
record th: sactions of the day. In- 
forsiation 1s Constantly fed into the 
computer by trained staff and student 
assistants 

Getting the new |D cards made 
with zebra numbers. ts the final major 


process to be completed by the lib- 
rary staff. Though all the staff 
members have been instrumental in 
the success of implementing the new 
computer system, those in the cir- 
culation department are the ones that 
must deal with the system on a day- 
to-day basis. Taku F.  Nimura, cir- 
culation librarian, and Grover C 
Anderson, library assistant, have 
been coordinating the training of staff 
personnel on the use of the computer 
and have been overseeing problems 
Louise Beyn is in charge of the in- 
formation being fed into the main ter- 
minal. But the one person who has 
been dealing with the new system and 
its affect on students and stuent as- 
sistants is Thuan Bui, supervisor of 
the circulation front desk 

Her petite form can be seen first at 
the consoles where checking out of 
materials is taking place. Then she 
will supervise the taking of pictures 
for the |D. cards. Next she checks to 
see that the student assistants rotate 
to the various positions at the cir- 
culation desk. Then she is back to the 
consoles to handle problems 

By her desk, a chart with each 
student's name is kept with a careful 
tabulation of what skills each as- 
sistant has acquired on the various 
types of equipment. Bui explained the 
student assistants will cover checking 
out books and finding where certain 
information is for the most part 

The checking out process is done 
at two computer consoles at the desk 
The zebra number is read off of the 
patron's card by a light pen. After 
reading the number, the computer 
searches its information on the pat- 
ron to make sure the person does not 
have an overdue book. A light will in- 
dicate an okay to proceed. The pen is 
then scanned over the book's zebra 
number to record that it has been 
checked out. A due date is stamped in 
manually 

Bui is very positive about the new 
system. She explained, “itis easier on 
the students. Students don't have to 
fill out cards in most cases." 

Exceptions to this rule are those 
books in the Reserve Book Room, 
curriculum materials (including Cal 
Text) and pamphiets 

Carol Wakayama, clerical staff as- 
sistant, said, “The pace of the work

notices. Donna Ernsdorf, staff person 
who handies overdues, says even- 
tually the computer will take over set- 
ting up new accounts on petrons and 
other things that have been 
previously done by hand 

Bui went on to clarify that the fin- 
ing of patrons will not be totally in- 
flexible. The computer allows for her 
to take into consideration certain 
situations of students. She is able to 
reduce a fine if she feels it is neces- 
sary. Bui said, “I'm glad that we still 
have that flexibility. We can even 
make notes in the computer as to why 
a person's fine has been reduced.” 

The fine policy has been changed 
somewhat. Fees will accumuiate at 
the rate of 15 cents a day, including all 
holidays, to a maximum fee of $10. 
Faculty and staff also wil! be subject 
to overdue fines 

The cooperation of the entire lib- 
rary staff has made this horrendous 
task a smooth transition. Student

Now there seems to be a better way 
with this new computerized cir- 
culation system. The project is a pilot 
for the other CSUC campuses and if 
all goes well it may be adopted by all 
the CSUC campuses, providing the 
first unified index of all publications 
available. The system, designed by 
CLS!, a Newtonville, Mass. firm 
specializing in designing computers 
for libraries only, wil! be evaluated in 
May and then again at the end of the 
year.
